As has been customary for past test operations, an official 
observer program is contemplated for Operation Dominic. It is 
intended, through this program, to offer to selected individuals 
having responsibilities in connection with the nuclear weapons 
field the opportunity to observe one of the series of test detona- 
tions. Your attendance as an observer would be welcomed. 


The initial shot of the Dominic series, if the series is ap- 
proved by the President, is scheduled to occur the latter part of 
April. The first observer group is tentatively scheduled to leave

Will then proceed to Christmas island the day preceding the antici- 
pated detonation. Observers will remain at Christmas Island for 
a period not to exceed two days. During the two-day period, ob- 
servers will visit the test area, receive briefings, and observe a 
nuclear test - unless an unusual and lengthy delay is encountered. 
The total time for the trip will be approximately six days. 


I regret that the shortage of time and the limited number of 
accommodations available preclude a more extensive observer 
program. So that we may plan the details of the trips and make 
effective use of the spaces available, I should appreciate early ad- 
vice as to whether you will be able to participate as an observer.
